BRITISH OFFICERS AMBUSCADED. 


Boers active. 
Gen. Woodgate 
Winnipeg, Mar. 26, 700. 

London, March 24: At a late hour 
to-night the war office posted the fol- 
lowing despatch from Lord Roberts: 

“Bloemfontein, March 24: Yester- 
Cay Leiuf.-Col. Crabbe, Oaptain Trot- 
ter and Lieut. Hon. E. Lygon, of fhe 
Grenadier Guards; and Lieut.-Col. Cod- 
rington, of the Coldstream Guards rode 
eight or nine miles beyond their camp 
on the Modder river without escort ex- 
cept ons trooper. [hey were fired 
upon by a party of Boers and Lygon 
was kiNed and Crabbe, Codrington and 
Trotter were seriously wounded. The 
trooper also was wounded. One of the 
| wounded officers held up a white hand- 
kerchief and the Boers came io their 
[ee assistance and did all they possibly 
could attending to their wounds. The 
Boers then conveyed the wounded io 
m the nearest farm house where they 
© oewere taken care of.

In the House on the 19th, Sir Charles 
Tupper asked the premier if the pro- 
tocols of either party of the joint high 
-commision could be given to the House,

sion of Newfoundland into the confed- 
eration of Canada, and also ali docu- 
ments relating to any proposals for 
the establishment of reciprocal trade 
relations between Newfoundland and 
Canada.

When the time arrived, amd 
Newfoundland was ready to enter con- 
federation, Canada would be happy 
and delighted to receive her. 

On the 20th, the debate on Mr. Rus- 
seli’s resolution re the preferential 
tariff was resumed, Mr. McDonald, of 
Huron.> speaking first. He started 
out to show bow the government 
had changed the protective features 
of the tariff, and this had been. ac- 


complished without any of the evils 
occurring which had been predicted 
by conservative organs. These 


organs predicted ruin and decay to 
Canada’s industries, but instead of 
this, the country was never so pros- 
perous as it is to-day. Not only was 
this the case, put wages were never 
better than now. There never were so 
many industries in Canada as at pres- 
sent. The policy which the govern- 
ment pursued was not only beneficial 
to these industries, but ic the people 
generally.

MISUSE OF WHITE FLAG. 

On the 19th, Roberts telegraphed 
the war office as follows: 

“T have received the following reply 
to my telegram of March 11th to tthe 
presidents of the Free State and South 
African Republics: 


“Your excellency’s telegram reached 
me yesterday. I assure you nothing 
would grieve me more than that my 
burghers should make themselves guil- 
ty of a deed such as that laid to their 
charge by you. I am, however, glad 
to s1y you must have been mistaken. 
I have made personal inquiries of ‘sen- 
eral Delary, who was in command of 
our burghers at the place mentioned 
by you. but he says that on Saturday, 
the date being illegible, the Br tish 
troops when they were about fifty 
yards from our position put up their 
hands as well as a white flag, whilst 
at the same time your cannon 
bombarded the said troops’ with 
the result that Commandant De Ber 
was wounded. Yesterday morning the 
head commandant writes in his ac- 
count of the battle as follows: ‘The 
soldiers hoisted the white flag, but 
were then fired at by the Faglish can- 
nons and compelled to charge.’” 

“Perhaps it is not known to your 
excellency that the same thing hap- 
poned at Spion Kop, where, when a 
portion of the troops hoisied a white 
flag and put up their hands, and 
whilst our burghers were busy disarm- 
ing them, another portion of the 
troops fired on our burghers; but some 
of the British troops were kiiled. It 
has also been reported that at the 
last battle of the Tugela, English 
cannon fired on the iroops who had 
surrendered. 


“With reference to the explosive 
bullets found in Cronje’s~laager and 
elsewhere. I can give your excellency 
ppsurance that such bullets were not 
purchased or allowed by the govern- 
ment.

ERUGER INTERVIEWED. 

The New York Herald publishesithe 
following from their special ‘at Pre- 
torin. The message is dated Feb. 10. 

I have just had an interview with 
President Kruger, who received me on 
the piazza of his house. He shows but 
little evidence in his countenance of 
the tremendous strain he is undergo- 
ing. He was dressed in a rusty, frock 
coat, the front of which was sprinkled 
with tobacco, and he smoked a pipe 
during the whole interview. 

“T am gzilad,” said the presidént, ‘io 
werome a correspondent of the Her- 
ald, as your presence insures that 
whatever may- be the result of this 
unhappy war, the world will even- 
tually learn the truth. This war 
was forced upon us by Engiand, mis- 
led by Cecil Rhodes, and mining mil- 
lionaires, who want the country. The 
Boers yielded as far as possible until 
they saw nothing but complete sur- 
render of their independence would 
satisfy Enzland. Having been forced 
into war, the Boers will conquer cr 
die. I expect no aid from other na- 
tions, but we are glad of sympathy 
and friendship.. ‘the Transvaal is 
willing to make peace at any time, 
but we want no wore conventions. 
Only absolute independence is possi- 
ble. We do not want more territory, 
but are content with our present fron- 
tier, if we are permitted to live \peace- 
fully’ This is all we ask. The Trans- 
vaal will stipulate in the peace terms 
that Natal and Cape Colony Dutch 
now fighting with the Boers. shall be 
regarded as belligerents and suffer no 
‘oss of property. {[ recently learned 
that some of ‘these men had been 
captured by the British, and were 
being tried in Cape Town charged 
with treason. The government cabl- 
ed Salisbury stating that if such men 
were not treated as prisoners of war, 
we would make reprisals on the Brit- 
ish soldiers held here.

and at ths top of his voice again 
breaks the dark silence by proclaim- 
ing that “All is well” on his beat. On 
up to the man of number five guard, 
till the round is completed, and then 
silence as before reigns, while the 
whole camp has been audibly inform- 
ed that everything ‘is as it should be. 
Each hour through the night do the 
sentries sing their monotonous but 
assuring song. The improvised town 
bell at the station platform rings 
out the ‘hour, and the sound of the 
heavy iron railway “sleeper” steals 
over the tents of quiet soldiers as the 
lonely sentry raps it with measured 
strokes, and then slips back to the 
guard-house to take his turn of rest. 
One by one the sinking stars Fo out 
just before they encounter the first 
rays of the sun above the horizon{, 
and before the great ball of light has 
appeared, even in part, over the 
hills, bringing color to the little sta- 


ticn of soldiers, there is an 
air of life about. Tents that 
have all night been closely pinned 


down to keep out the heavy dew and 
cool clammy night air are here and 
there astir. A khaki costumed soldier 
scrambles over the bottom curtain, 
and through the fastened flaps of 
the tent; he looks sleepily at the sky 
consults his small bracelet watch, and 
yawns. He thrusts his head into his 
own and comrades’ sleeping apart- 
ments again, but there is. not one 
awake, so he toddles to his post, and 
stands erect. : 

He is the lad who starts the 
ier world to work, the bugler, who 
teils Tommy when io toil.

The orderiies (men who look after 
the soldiers) and the cooks are ‘the 
all-important men of the regiment. 
While the others take things more 
leisurely, these soldiers are as busy 
as butchers on a market day. Fires 
to light, kettles to boil, coffee to 
make, men to feed—it is a busy; fbe- 
ginning to a busy‘ day.

Their plates 
are their tin canteens, or army lunch 
boxes, their cups and saucers are the 
lids of the canteens, knives and forks 
being dispensed with, their places be- 
ing taken by the soldiers’ jack-knives, 
The midday meal is the most pre- 
tentious repast of the day, because it 
is then and then alone that meat fs 
taken from the quartermaster’s grand 
larder, and given to the men. How 
the msat is prepared depends on how 
men want it, and the proficiency oz 
the cook.

American press from South Africa, 
Rudyard Kipling deals severely with 
the Cape officials whose attitude, ac- 
cording to Mr. Kipling, is at least mot 
patriotic.

He may pos- 
sibly—but not if his friends can stop 
it—be arrested on’ a charge ofj treason, 
He may then be sent down country ‘to 
be tried by a sympathetic jury. He 
hopes, and not. without reason, to have 
his farm restored to him after he has 
undergone some absurdly inadequate 
punishment. Meanwhile the loyalisi’s 
piane is lying wireless on the veran- 
dah; photographs of his hous® show 
the rooms as though cyclones had met 
to wrestle there; his flocks and herds 
are gone, and the baby linen is lying 
on the dung heap.

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FROM THE MGUNTAINS. 


Lewis J. Swift, of the Henry House 
near the Jasper Pass, came in from 
the mountains on Saturday. Myr. 
Swift enjovs tbe distinction of being 
the only whiteman who subsists by 
farming within a radius of 200 miles 
of the Pass. He went there in the 
fall of 1895, located at the Hetry 
House, erected buildings. ‘tilled the 
soil and started raising grain and 


tegetables. To do this it was neces-- 
sary to irrigate and he ran ditches 
from an adjacent creek. By this 

means he has raised every year a good 
erop of wheat and vegetables. As ihe 
greater part of the trail to and from 
the Henry House can be travelled only 
by pack horses, 1t was impossible — to 
take in very modern machinery with 
which to do tne harvesting and mil!- 
ing. As a result some of the machin- 
ery used by Mr. Swift was of'a rather 
primative nature, his wheat being 
ground into flour by a small hand mill, 
the power being supplied by a water 
wheel in the creek. Mr. Swift is now 
taking in a larger grain crusher bet- 
tar adapted for the purpose, and which 
will also be run by water rower. In 
addition he takes owt a cradle to har- 
vest his summer's crop. The trip from 
the Henry House occupies 13 days, act- 
ual travelting. 


On his way in Mr. Swift met Frank 


Armstrong, G. B. McLaughlin and 
party about 225 miles out, where the 
trail leaves the Athabasca river. They 


were on their way home from the horse 
hunt, having secured nine head and 
two colts. They should reach town in 
a day or two.

WAR NOTES. 

Gatacre’s errors. 

Lord Roberts in transmitting Gen. 

Gatacre’s report of the Stormberg de-| J 
feat, gives his opinion thus: ‘The 
failure was mainly due to reliance on 
inaccurate information regarding ihe 
ground to be traversed to the position 
held/ by) the Boers; to the eraployment 


of ‘too small a force and to the men be- 
ing! tired; out’ by a long night’s march 
before they came in contact with the 
enemy. When it became evident 
shortly after midnight, that the guides 
were leading the column in thetwrong 
direction, i consider Gen. Gatacre 
should have halted and endeavored to 
find: a, proper road, or should have fal- 
len’ back on Molteno, rather than have 
risked the safety of the entire force | 
by following a route which brought 
the troops into different ground com- 
manded on both sides by Boers.” 


A German view. 

A German officer with the Boer for- 
ees, sends, says the Berlin Lokal &An- 
zelger, a marvellously graphic re- 
port of the baittle of Magersfontein. 
Among other things ke says: “At 4 
o'clock the artillery fire slackened and 
nothing was heard but the Maus- 
ers and. the Lee-Metfords, and 
now the Maxims had their opportun- 
ity. The English fled in ail direc- 
tions, the cavalry leading. The brave 
Scotch Highlanders svuught ever and 
ajzain to burst through our lines, ‘but 
they fell, never to rise again. Fifty 
paces from the trenches the Scotch 
regiment lay in heaps, most of them 
dead, but many groaning and moan- 


ing. They were, for the most part 
giants, who lay just as death thaq 
struck them. Round an ant hill lay 


four tall Highlanders in the sleep of 
‘denth. They had thought to find cov- 
er behind it, but the Mauser Dullets 
went throuzh it as though it were a 
pancake, Our joy at our victory died 
or{our: lips at the sight of suchi a cal- 
amity.’ 


Burghers weakening. 


Lord Roberts states two contingents 
of the Free State forces are on the 
border at Basutoland, awaiting the 
terms of the proclamation before sur- 
rendering. The burghers are aband- 
oning President Steyn and preparing 
ta give wp their arms and return. to 
their farms. The campaign in the 
Free State is virtually over. 


Brief Notes. 

The Globe correspondent, writing 
from Belmont, Feb. 5, says: ‘“ For)gen- 
erations the Canadian militia has prid- 
ed itseif upon its close adherence to 
the British standard in matters of 
uniform.

A London despatch of the 16th says: 
Army officers here agree that the re- 
call of Gen. Warren’s division to Nat- 
al, after 1t had embarked for Cape 
Colony, foretells the despatch of two 
big armies to the capture of Pretoria. | 

Lord Roberts with the main force 
will push northward from Blodémfon- 
vein along the line of railroad, Strong 
opposition in advance at Windburg 
Junction, Kroonstad and on the Vaal 
river is expected, but once across. the 
river iittle trouble is anticipated on 
the march to Johannes sburg and Pre- 
toria until the Boer capital is reached. 
Meanwhile 59,060 men, presumably un- 
der General Buller, can be thrown in- 
to the Transvaal through  Rorke’s 
drift and the half dozen minor passes 
in that vicinity, and join the flying 
column under Major Prendergast that 
has already gained a foothold in the 
Transvaal from Zululand. ‘This army 
pushing on to Pretoria from the east, 
would force the Boers to concentrate 
more speedily a€ Pretoria to prevent 
their retreat being cut off in case of a 
big victory by Lord Roberts. A strong 
expedition is expected to be thrown 
north in the Transvaal to seize the 
Delagoa Bay railroad, by which flour 
supplies for the Boers are now receiy- 
ed from Delagoa Bay. 

Odds and Ends. 


A London despatch! of the 19th says: 
Mafeking i is pow the centre of interest, 
since it is evident that there must be 
an interval of delay before Roberts’ 
and Buller’s armies can invade the 
Transvaal. 

A despatch from  Preicria contra- 
dicts the rumor that the siege of 
the town has been raised, and there 
is no direct confirmation of reports 
that Plumer has reached Pitsani and 
the Boer forces have reached Rusten- 
burg. 

Gen. Gatacre is now resting at 
Springfontein, preliminary to joining 
Lord Roberts. Gen. Buller’s hill work 
before Tadvsmith has given him an 
experience which is about to be used 
in forcing the Biggarsberg range. It, 
is believed that 25.000 of his 60,000 
men are about to engage Gen. Botha’ s 
force, and the next news of fighting 
will probably be from Natal. 

Thirty-two thousand  troo s for 
South Africa were at sea on Tucsizy. 

On the initiative of Lord Roberts a 
newspaper has been started in Bloem- 
fontein for the convenience of the 
troops.
